Phelps, late Secretary of the American and For- 
eign Anti-Slavery Society, died of consumption at 
the residence of Rev. E. D. Moore, editor of the 
Boston Reporter, Roxbury, on the 29th ult. Mr. 
Phelps was one of the earliest friends of the anti- 
slavery cause, and lent all his powers to the caus 
emancipation, as editor of the Emancipator, the 
Massachusetts Abolitionist and the Anti-Slavery 
Reporter, which papers he edited at different per+ 
ods. His Lectures on Slavery, published severa! 
years since produced a powerful influence in favor 
of the cause he was advocating. When the Na- 
tional Era was Established at Washington, Mr. 
Phelps was appointed assistant editor, but his health 
was such as to incapacitate him for the station.— 
He spent the last winter in the West Indies and 
returned in the spring, his health still failing him ; 
he lingered on the shores of time till the 2th ult, 
when he took his departure for a better jvorld io 
perfect peace.

of different characters. It was not until 
much later, about the year 1662, the Euro- 
pean missionaries, making use of the cred- 
it they enjoyed with the Emperor Kang-Ki, 
persuaded him to cause to be engraved two 
hundred and fifty thousand moveable cop- 
per types, and succeeded in naturalizing in 
China an invention, which did not develope 
itself there, while on the contrary it extend- 
ed so broadly among other nations, who 
were better endowed and more apt to profit 
by the progress and benefits of civilization.
